DUTCH LEONARD 
MYSTIFIES THE 
YANKEES 


Bill Donovan's Men Garner Only Two Hits, 
and Are Shut Out by the Fresno Southpaw

Aided and abetted signally by the splendid pitching of Dutch 
Leonard, the Red Sox celebrated their return yesterday by 
defeating the Yankees at Fenway Park by the score of 3 to 0. 

Leonard was in fine form throughout and at no time did he 
give the visitors a chance. He kept the Highlanders down to two 
hits for a total of three bases. Only two reached second base and 
only four reached first. None reached third. He passed only two 
men and struck out two. At no stage of the game were the 
Yankees dangerous, for, though they sometimes hit the ball, the 
Red Sox fielders were always on the job. 

It might have been termed a Leonard day, for, in addition to 
his excellent pitching, Dutch was responsible for the first Boston 
run, when he brought Barry home from second on a clean single 
over second in the second inning. 

Ray Caldwell pitched the full nine innings for the Yankees, 
but the Red Sox hit him freely and at times he was somewhat 
wild. The Sox got nine hits for a total of 10. His wildness was 
accountable in some measure for the first Boston run in the 
second inning, as Barry, who scored on Leonard's single, was hit 
by a pitched ball. In the same inning Caldwell also hit Janvrin 
after two were out. The Roxbury boy remained on base, however, 
as Hooper was thrown out at first. 

From the third to the eighth inning both sides went out 
mostly in order, but in the latter session the Red Sox got to 
Caldwell for three hits and two runs. 


Caldwell's Muff Costs Run 


Hoblitzel, the first man up, singled to center and Lewis 
followed with another single to the same place. Gardner bunted 
to Caldwell, forcing Hobby at third. Lewis and Gardner then 
worked a pretty double steal. Barry singled to center field, 
scoring Lewis and putting Gardner on third. 

Gardner took a big lead off third and when Nunamaker 
threw to Baker to catch him Larry started home. Caldwell joined 
in the attempt to run down Gardner, but dropped the throw from 
Baker as Larry crossed the plate with the third and last run of the 


game. The side went out on a double play when Carrigan 
smashed a liner into Peckinpaugh's hands and the latter threw to 
Baker and caught Barry off third. 

In the first inning Magee reached first on a pass after two 
were out and then Baker flied to Gardner. The mighty Baker did 
not shine at all at bat, for again in the fourth he flied to Henriksen 
and in the seventh Leonard struck him out, greatly to the pleasure 
of the fans. 

Things started off badly for Caldwell. After Henriksen flied 
to Maisel, Janvrin singled to center and was safe at second on 
Pipp's bad throw to Gedeon of Hooper's grounder. Lewis drew a 
pass, filling the bases but the side went out when Gardner flied to 
Pipp, after knocking six fouls. 

Things again looked ripe for a Boston score in the seventh. 
With two out Henriksen singled to center field and Janvrin 
doubled to the same garden, was thrown out at first by Gedeon. It 
was Janvrin's second hit of the game as he got a nice single in the 
first inning. 

Nunamaker and Peckipaugh were the only Yankees who 
succeeded in finding Leonard for hits, the former getting a single 
to left field as the first man up in the third inning, and 
Peckinpaugh smashed out a double in the eighth. 

Neither hit, however, caused any damage as Nunamaker was 
forced at second and Peckinpaugh was run down between second 
and third by Gardner, Janvrin and Leonard, Leonard getting the 
putout. 


Few Yankees Reach First Base 


The only other Yankees who reached first base were 
Gedeon, who drew a pass in the fourth inning, but was caught 
stealing, Carrigan to Barry, for the third out, and Nunamaker, 
who got on again in the eighth, when his bounder to Leonard was 
thrown to Gardner to catch Peckinpaugh between second and 
third. 

It was the first time the home fans had an opportunity to see 
the new batting order arranged by Manager Carrigan while the 
team was on the road. Henricksen led off and Hooper batted in 
third place. Henriksen hit the ball hard every time up and his first 
three attempts were long flies to the outfield. His fourth effort 
was his single to center. 

In the field Henriksen and Lewis each had five chances, 
which they accepted successfully. Gardner also played a good 
fielding game, getting three assists, one of which was a pretty 
pickup of Gedeon's hard smash in the second inning. 

At bat Janvrin, Hoblitzel and Barry drew the honors, each of 
them registering two hits. Leonard, Lewis and Henricksen each 
got a single.

CLEMENS, SOX BELT 
MARINERS

SEATTLE - His pockets are a little lighter since he lost that 
All-Star bonus, and his pride has been slightly wounded by 
blown leads, but Roger Clemens will return from his midsummer 
break with a respectable 8-6 record. 

Clemens fanned six Mariners in the first two innings (nine 
overall) last night, en route to a 10-4 victory over Seattle in this 
enourmous parking garage they call the Kingdome. 

The reigning Cy Young/MVP got plenty of support. 
Manager John McNamara's mashers pounded 18 hits (tying a 
season high) and scored 10 times in the first six innings against a 
trio of pitchers. 

Wade Boggs and Ellis Burks hit homers, and Jim Rice and 
Dwight Evans each had three-hit games as the Red Sox beat 
Seattle for the second straight night. 

It's late to save face on this 3-7 trip, but the All-Star break 
will be a little more fun if the Red Sox carried a three-game 
winning streak into Thursday's Fenway contest against the A's. 

History's hard lessons told us that Clemens and a big lead 
don't guarantee victory anymore. Clemens had a 9-0 lead in 
Yankee Stadium two weeks ago and the Sox lost in 10 innings. 
Last week in California, Clemens failed to win after taking a 7-0 
lead into the seventh. Accordingly, there undoubtedly were some 
nervous Nellies back home when Boston's hit men staked 
Clemens to a 7-0 lead in the first three innings. 

However, on this night Clemens would not fold. Once he got 
the large lead, he did what he's supposed to: throw strikes. Alvin 
Davis reached the Rocket for a two-run double in the third, and a 
two-run homer in the eighth, but that wasn't enough. 

"He threw the ball well," said McNamara. "He threw hard." 

"I'm very disappointed I can't take him with me," added the 
manager, who will guide the American League squad Tuesday 
night. "He's got the numbers in every other catagory except 
won-lost and he's an All-Star pitcher." 

The Sox staked Clemens to a 2-0 lead in the first. 

Burks led with a single to left, stole second, took third on a 
sacrifice by Marty Bartett and scored when Boggs doubled to 
left. Boggs took third when Rice grounded out, then scored on 
Mike Morgan's wild pitch. 

Clemens struck out the side in the bottom of the first, but it 
was a labor: he went to full counts on three hitters and threw 29 
pitches in the inning. Phil Bradley reached on a cheap single past 
first and Davis walked before Clemens caught Jim Presley 
looking at a 3-2 pitch for the final out. 

Boston made it 3-0 in the second when Bartett scored Spike 
Owen with a sacrifice fly. 

In the second, Clemens whiffed Ken Phelps, Mike Kingery 
and Domingo Ramos on 13 pitches. The Rocket Man's six 
punchouts after two innings were one ahead of his pace in last 
season's record-breaking, 20-K performance against Seattle. 

Rice, Mike Greenwell and Evens drove morgan from the hill 
with three straight hits at the start of the third. Rice scored on 
Evans' hit and it was 4-0 when Stan Clarke replaced Morgan 
(7-10) 

Clarke was belted around, too. Bill Buckner greeted the 
southpaw with a single to center, scoring Greenwell. Owen 


followed with a double to left, scoring Evens, and Barrett drove 
home Buckner with another sacrifice fly to make it 7-0. 

All-Star second baseman Harold Reynolds led off the third 
for Seattle by being hit by a pitch. With two on and none out, Phil 
Bradley flied to right - the first Mariner out which was not a 
strikeout. After Scott Bradley popped to Boggs, Seattle scored on 
the two-run double by Davis (another catchable ball Rice didn't). 

Presley struck out (No. 7) to end the third, but Clemens had 
already thrown 64 pitches.

Phil Bradley hit his league-leading 10th triple (a franchise 
record) with two out in the fifth, but was stranded at third. 
Clemens had eight strikeouts and 93 pitches after five. 

Boston's assault continued in the sixth when Boggs led with 
a first-pitch homer to left. It was Boggs' fourth homer in five 
games, and his 17th overall. 

Rice, Greenwell and Evans drilled consecutive singles after 
Boggs' homer and manager Dick Williams rescued Clarke in 
favor of Bill Wilkinson, another lefty. But the damage had been 
done. 

"I felt good," said Clemens, who was wild early despite the 
strikeouts. "I was throwing the ball hard. Once I got the kind of 
run support I got, I didn't want to walk anybody." 

"Tonight I knew where I could take the ball to get the 
certain out, that's the difference. There's no difference in the way 
I'm throwing."

BRAVES MAKE SLAM 
AGAINST THE CARDS 


Win Fourth Straight Game 6 to 3 By timely 
Hitting and Great Work on Slab by Barnes

Four straight, and a clean-up of the series, is what the 
Braves made it when they defeated the cardinals yesterday, 6 to 
33 

Good pitching by Jesse barnes, which was well supported, 
and hard and timely hitting formed a combination that proved too 
much for the visitors. 

For seven innings Barnes had them completely at his mercy, 
while the Braves were getting in some solid licks against Duster 
Mails, Gautreau, Burrus, Welsh and High hitting him for extra 
bases, always, except in the case of Welsh, with runners in 
scoring positions. High hit a home run, with one on. 

In addition to his other troubles mails had poor control. he 
passed three men and hit two others, one of those hit being 
Jimmy Welsh. As the latter was going to first Mails made some 
remark which caused Welsh to stop suddenly and walk toward 
the diamond, who met him half way. When they got close up, 


there was a verbal exchange or two, and Mails raised his hand as 
if to give Welsh a shove; Jimmy very deftly, with a suggestion og 
jiu jitsu in the move, caught Duster by the shirtsleeve up near the 
shoulder, and have him a half turn so quickly that Mails 
apparently did not know "where he was at." 


Trouble Quickly Ended 


There was no attempt made to exchange blows, and umpires 
and players rushed between the two before this could have been 
done. 

Welsh must have had gross provocation to do even as much 
as he did, for he is not quarrelsome, but, on the contrary, is one of 
the most kindly disposed players in the game today. The incident 
was quickly closed, and the the game went on as if nothing had 
happened.

The Braves had the bases full in the first inning with only 
one out, but neither Felix nor High could put a man over. 

The Braves were the first to score. In the third Thevenow 
fumbled Bancroft's grounder. Banny was forced at second by 
Mann, but the latter scored from first on a double to center by 
Burrus. 

In the next inning, after two were out, Barnes singled, 
Gautreau whipped a sizzler past Bell and the ball skimmed along 
the ground to the left field corner of the lot, where Blades finally 
caught up with it just as Gautreau was approaching third, but the 
little fellow stopped at the third station, but after rounding the bag 
grabbed off his cap, which was riding insecurely on the top of his 
head, and set sail for the plate. 

The ball which had been thrown by Blades to Thevenow for 
a relay, beat Gautreau in by a couple of yards, and while the 
bound to O'Farrell looked to be perfect, the Cardinal catcher 
never had a hand on the ball, so, of course, Gautreau scored 
easily, Barnes having crossed the rubber a few seconds earlier. 

A double by Welsh and a single by O'Neil were good for 
another run in the sixth, and a single by Burrus, and High's homer 
were good for two more in the seventh. Hafey tried to make a 
shoestring catch of High's line drive, and missed the ball 
altogether. 


Cards Flash in Eighth 


Up to this stage the visitors had been held to four hits by 
Barnes and had never threatened to score. 

In the eighth though, Blades led off with a single. Thevenow 
flied to Mann, and Hornsby, who had not made a hit during the 
day and only one in the series, was retired at first on a great play 
by Bancroft, Blades taking second, whence he scored on a single 
by Bottomley. Hafey then hit a ball to center which Felix 
misjudged slightly so that it carried over his head for a home run.

HOLMES' HOMER, 
SINGLE BEAT 
BOROWY, 2 TO 1

The Boston Braves celebrated V-Javery day at Braves Field 
yesterday. 

They halted the pennant rush of the Chicago Cubs by 
slapping down Hank Borowy, the American League castoff, 2 to 
1, to inflict the first defeat Borowy has suffered in three mound 
appearances as a National Leaguer. 

Al Javery was the winning Boston pitcher. It was the first 
time that Javery has won a game since April 29 when he blanked 
the Phillies, 1 to 0. Javery wasn't around at the finish. He had to 
be relieved in the eighth after the Cubs threatened to overcome 
the 2-0 lead that the Braves had established on the celebrating 
war club of Tommy Holmes, the major league's leading batter. 

Holmes had batted in Boston's first run in the fifth inning. 
Tom nelson, who started his first game in months, had opened 
this frame with a single. He stole second and took third on Vin 
Shupe's sacrifice. Holmes then propelled his 160th hit of the 
season over Don Johnson's dome to drive Nelson home with the 
first marker of the game. 

Boston's second run was the result of Holmes' individual 
effort. He teed off on that nasty American Leaguer Borowy with 
two gone and nobody on base in the seventh. He slashed a 
wicked drive into the wind for his 18th homer of the year. It 
enabled him to tie teammate Charley Workman for the major 
league home run leadership. 

Going into the eighth Javery had Holmes' two runs to work 
on. He had yielded but two cheap hits. But Al grew wild and 
lame-armed. He walked Johnson and Lowrey. So Don 
Hendrickson was called in to preserve V-Javery day. He started 
badly by walking Phil Cavarreta. 

The bases were loaded and nobody was out. Andy Pafko 
drilled a hoy bouncer down to Workman. Charley decided to 
chuck the ball to second to start a DP. He made a perfect throw to 
Nelson but, according to Umpire Jocko Conlon, Tom missed the 
bag. This made Cavarretta a safe runner but Nelson just managed 
to erase Pafko at first. One run scored. 

Manager Del Bissonette ordered Hendrickson to walk 
Nicholson to re-fill the sacks. Then Hendrickson bore down. he 
forced Dewey Williams to foul out to Phil Masi and Roy Hughes 
lined out to Butch Nieman to end this threat. 

In the ninth, the Cubs again threatened. Hendrickson walked 
pinch-hitter Ed Sauer. Stan Hack dropped a single to right. 
Johnson's bunt went straight back to toHendrickson and Don's 
toss to Workman forced Sauer at third. Lowrey was retired when 
the fleet Bill Ramsey raced almost to the original Boston bullpen 
in left field to snare a hard-hit foul drive. Cavarretta rolled a soft 
one at Nelson but Tom fumbled the ball and the bags were 
loaded. On the final play, Culler just managed to get the ball to 
Nelson to force Cavarretta at second on Pafko's routine roller.

The Boston Bruins defeated the Detroit Cougars, 2 to 1, ina 
National League hockey game at the garden last night. 

The Bruins made two goals in the first period and these 
proved enough to win. 

The goals were made by Gainor and Clapper, the former 
aiding in Dit's goal. In the second period Carson Cooper, 
ex-Bruin, counted for Detroit after taking a pass. 

Although the Bruins scored two goals in the first period it 
was rather slow. For that matter all the spirited play was jammed 
into the second period. 

Gainor was the star for the Bruins, with, of course, Tiny 
Thompson, who had far more to do than did Beveridge for the 
hostile team. 

Hitchman returned to the game for Boston, and George 
Owen saw little service, compared with his past contests, because 
of a bad side, for which he has been undergoing treatment since 
last Tuesday night. 

The Cougers had plenty of opportunity, with Ebbie 
Goodfellow and Hal Hicks making a very favorable impression. 
Cooper proved the same deadly shooter as when with the Bruins. 
While he made only one goal, his hits were direct for the most 
part only for Thompson to take care of them. 


Gainor Counts First 


The Cougars had many more cances in the first period, but 
they availed nothing. 

Reg Noble drew the first penalty, and while he was off the 
Bruins capitalized. Dutch Gainor made a solo, and split the 
weakened defense that had "Rusty" Hughes back with Hal Hicks. 
"Dutch" absolutely outfoxed hughes, and then beat Beveridge 
with a close up shot. 

With less than five minutes remaining, Gainor again paraded 
down the right. He passed to Clapper, and the latter had Larry 
Aurie draped about him, Beveridge had been drawn slightly from 
his position, and Clapper got away from Aurie and slipped the 
disk into the cage. Thus the first period ended, although the 
Cougars had a chance when Hitchman was chased for charging. 
Owen was sent on, and a forward dropped with the result the 
defense held off the visitors. 


Cooper Finds Net 


Working better, the Cougars threatened the Bruins' cage in 
the early minutes of the second period, Carson Cooper losing two 
passes from Hay. Later, Tiny Thompson made a miraculous save 
in quelling a disturbance caused in front of the Boston cage by 
Cooper and Noble. Finally, Cooper, getting a forward pass from 
Goodfellow, beat the Bruins' goalie. 

Hicks was chased soon afterward and the Bruins opened fire 
on the Detroit cage. Weiland slipped up on two tries when in 
close, after which Beveridge made a fine stop off Gainor. The 


disk landed outside the red line, where Clapper failed to get in. 

The Bruins had chances, but in the last 10 minutes the play 
was evenly divided, with each having opportunities. 

The Cougars swept down on the Boston net, Thompson 
making two sensational saves off Hicks, and as the puck was 
close to the net, Dr. Carson held Hicks, and was chased, but it 
saved a goal. 

The fans did not like the blowing of the whistle, which was 
necessary, as players were taking passes from one zone to 
another. 


Third Period Scoreless 


The play in the third period was not as brisk as in the 
second. The action was only spasmodic as each team tried to 
outfox the other. The goalies had _ several chances 
notwithstanding, Thompson making a dazzling stop on a 
combination play by Alf Connors and Hicks. 

Clapper and carson worked together, but could not beat 
Beveridge. Manager Jack Adams sent all forwards into the play 
in the last three minutes, and they pummelled the Bruin cage. The 
Boston players used the old defensive play of shooting the puck 
away down the ice of danger. 

Gainor and Weiland had a good chance, but it went amiss. 
The Cougars kept pouring shots at Thompson, but could not 
score.

BRUINS' PASSING 
DAZZLES CAPITALS, 4-3

Sometimes hockey games belong to goalies. Sometimes to 
the men who score. 

Last night's game at the Garden belonged to the men who 
made the passes: In chronological order, Bobby Schmautz, Terry 
OReilly, O'Reilly again, and John Bucyk. 

Their passes produced goals by Jean Ratelle, Andre Savard 
(2) and Darryl Edestrand. 

The passers and the scorers produced a 4-3 Boston victory 
over Washington at the Garden. 

It was a struggle. "But no matter," said goalie Gerry 
Cheevers, "two points." 

"It's a sign of a good club when you can win while you're 
struggling,” said coach Don Cherry. 

One line that wasn't struggling, just digging it always does, 
was the one centered by Savard with O'Reilly and Don Marcotte 
on the wings, even though, for some unknown reason, Cherry 
took Marcotte off it in the third period and put in Dave Forbes. 
He did it it probably because he wanted to skate Wayne Cashman 
at right wing and put Ken Hodge on the bench. Marcotte went to 
left wing on the line with Doug Gibson (centering in place of 
flu-ridden Gregg Sheppard) and Cashman went over to the right 
side. 

Last night's winning goal came off the stick of Edestrand - 
and how about that for the continuing story of "Who's Our Help 
Tonight?" 

The play belonged to Bucyk. He knocked Bob Paradise off 


the puck behind the Washington net and passed out to Edestrand 
breaking in off the left point. "I yelled to him," said Edestrand, 
"put it wasn't necessary. The way he made the play he was facing 
me and he saw me moving in." The shot was along the ice to the 
far side (to the goalie's left). "I took him (Paradise) into the 
boards and I was able to turn my back into him and face the 
puck," said Bucyk "I saw Edestrand coming." 

Edestrand's goal gave the Bruins a 4-2 lead - a cushion they 
needed because Gerry Meehan lifted a rebound to the top corner 
over Cheever's left shoulder with three minutes to play. 

Earlier, Washington had twice made up one-goal deficits. 
But not this time. 

The first time was in the first period. Schmautz laid a nice 
pass out of the left boards to Ratelle to the slot for a power-play 
goal and a 1-0 Boston lead. Ron Lalonde tied it when he 
deflected Yvan Labre's shot by Cheever's left side. 

Savard's first goal of the night came at 17:59 on a good pass 
from O'Reilly, whipping an 18-footer from the inside edge of the 
left circle. Ace Bailey got that one back for Washington, lifting a 
rebound over Cheevers. 

Savard's second goal - his sixth in the last eight games - 
came on another quick wrist shot, on another good pass from 
OReilly. 

"Marcotte had forechecked (against Bob Sirois) on the 
play," said O'Reilly, "and the puck was left there for me. Andre 
was calling to me before I picked it up." 

He put it on his stick and Savard was there in the slot to 
score. 

His explanation for his recent scoring spurt: "I'm playing 
higher in the slot. I'm standing in there 15-20 feet out. They 
(O'Reilly and Marcotte) know where I am now."

CELTICS WIN, 102-83; 
IST TIME OVER 
CENTURY

Thrilling an Arena crowd of 4428, the Celtics hit a new 
scoring high in their B.A. of A. history last night, downing the 
western sector Sr. Louis Bombers, 102 to 83. 

In a game made spectacular from a spectator standpoint, in 
that only one official worked, the Celtics rode to the front at the 
outset and always maintained a clear advantage. The Bombers, 
weakened by the absence of center Red Rocha, battled the Celts 
through three rugged periods, trailing only 74 to 63 at the end of 
the third quarter. 

Once again it was the polished and effective team play 
engineered by the ex-Holy Cross stars, Dermie O'Connell and 
George Kaftan, with much help from the veteran Jim Seminoff, 
that predominated and helped the locals off on the right foot. 


Nostrand High Man 


Over the game's latter stages, George Nostrand finally came 


into his own before the Boston public. He took charge out there 
by his aggressive board work and was rewarded with a 19-point 
total, Celtic high for the night. Kaftan and O'Connell each had 14, 
with George handing off seven assists and Dermie five. 

For the visitors, the jump-shooting Belus Smawley was a 
standout. He totalled 27 points on 12 floor goals and three 
conversions, while teammate Johnny Logan hit for 17. 

The Celtics set the pace at the outset with Kaftan and 
O'Connell sparking with their fast breaks while Seminoff was 
exceedingly valuable handing out assists. The period readings in 
order were 26-18, 49-42, 74-63 and 102-83. 

Eddir Boyle, the man who whistled alone, called 55 
personals, 29 on the Bombers. The Celtics converted 24 out of 39 
at the free-throw line, while the Bombers took advantage of 23 in 
31. 

The Celtics broke their previous high-team scoring mark of 
95 late in the fourth quarter. Ahead 87 to 71, it was Nostrand, the 
ex-Roller, who took the most active part in reaching the charmed 
circle. 

Big George scored three hoops and a pair of fouls, which 
coupled to a Phil Farbman basket and free throw, sent the Celts' 
total to 99. Then lanky George batted in a rebound for the 101 
mark.

Bill Russell seems to linger in the backcourt more and more, 
and yet the Celtics still win. Sunday afternoon in a game that was 
televised, they defeated the New York knickerbockers, 115 to 
102, with 7254 on hand, most of them kids. 

It certainly isn't as dashing as it used to be watching this 
team as Russell predicted. But today, after having played 46 
games, the Celtics are 35 and 11. A year ago, with all their dash, 
they were 31 and 15. 

So you can't knock success, but seeing the greatest player in 
basketball playing halfcourt so much does not create much 
excitement. 

Johnny Egan, formerly of Providence College and the 
Pistons, did a fine job for the losers, especially in the third 
quarter. 

The speediest player on the court, little Egan broke away 
from K.C. Jones a number of times and wound up with 14 points 
in the quarter. But where K.C. was playing to steal the ball, 
Johnny Havlicek came on and halted Egan's dash by waiting for 
Johnny to come with him. 

The knickerbockers were ahead, 21 to 11, after 10 minutes, 
and little Egan was feeding the basketball all over the court. But 
then Frank Ramsey and havlicek came on to help. 

Through the seventh minute of the second period, the celtics 
outscored the Knickerbockers, 26 to 12, and while the Knicks 
staved off further trouble for awhile, Sam Jones and Tommy 
Heinsohn soon came on and poured in six points, boosting the 
Celtics lead to 12. 

With Egan scoring 10 of his 14 points in the first four 
minutes of the third quarter, the Knickerbockers moved to within 


six, but Heinsohn - and Tom Sanders - got the lead back to 11. 

Ever since his unhappy affair with Walter Brown, Heinsohn 
has played some of his best basketball, passing off better than any 
of the forwards. Too bad that Walter is in Austria and can't enjoy 
It. 

So once these two stopped a brief Knickerbocker surge, 
things went plenty much the Celtics’ way until the two-minute 
mark of the last quarter. 

Art Heyman and Tom Hoover were the bothersome 
Knickerbockers at this point. But then Havlicek and Willie Naulls 
decided the scare had gone on long enough, and at the 
seven-minute mark the Celtics were ahead by 14. 

OFF THE BOARDS - A year ago Gene Conley was talking 
about taking a few days off after the N.B.A. season before 
reporting to the Red Sox. Soon after, he broke a hand. Now he's 
hoping he can get to Spring training early. 

But there is an N.B.A. rule forbidding a team from releasing 
anyone until the season ends. An injury of some kind could get a 
man released, however. So if only Gene can stub his toe he may 
be at Scotsdale early. He hasn't signed with the Red Sox, "but I 
don't expect any trouble." He says he doesn't have a conditional 
contract. 

Russell didn't like being asked about his halfcourt work. 
"How did we come out?" he asked. "When we're in trouble, say 
flirting with second place, it won't happen." It shouldn't happen, 
though, with sucj a great player, at any time. 

Coach Eddie Donovan off the Knickerbockers likes Egan's 
work, but says "he goes in too far on his drives." Nothing to do in 
there, but look up at some big center. 

The Celtics meet the Knicks in New York Tuesday and play 
back here against San Francisco, while the 76ers play L.A.

You can always count on Capt. John Havlicek to find a way 
to horn in whenever the Celtics have a good thing going. Like 
yesterday while Dave Cowens and Paul Silas were having a ball 
reminding the Knicks that a mugging in Central Park is nothing 
compared to what can happen to you at the Garden. 

For the last couple of weeks those two have alternated as the 
Celtics' top rebounder and resident intimidator. But "Hopping 
Hondo" joined in by coming up with a key block of a jumper by 
Phil Jackson with 59 seconds left that turned a second straight 
embarrassing defeat into a 100-94 victory. 

To the 14,257 at the Garden, it may have been routine to see 
the 35-year old Havlicek come up with a great clutch play. But it 
stunned the Knicks, who behine Earl Monroe refused to play like 
tailenders at the end of a disastrous season. Monroe, wheeling 
and dealing like a demon, had made a perfect play. He drew 
double coverage since the celtics had only a 96-94 lead at the 
time and hit the 6-foot-8 Jackson with a perfect pass. 

Havlicek, 6-5, came out of nowhere to block Jackson's shot. 
Better yet, he directed it to a teammate, and in six seconds was up 


at the other end of the court being fouled as he attempted a fast 
break layup. 

"I thought he was an old man," said a dejected Jackson. "I 
didn't think he could get up that high any more. Actually, I really 
didn't see him, but it was my fault because I had such a low 
trajectory. Still, he fouled me on the arm and I should have had a 
free throw. But I guess the referee didn't see it." 

Havlicek sank both of his free throws which put a lid on the 
final bid by the Knicks, who despite their 34-41 record, went 
away with the respect of everybody who saw them play this 
weekend. They were down several times and should have been 
out for the count. Boston, aroused by Saturday night's 105-103 
defeat, pushed and shoved them around all afternoon. But they 
did not quit. Cowens and Silas must have had angry pills for 
breakfast. They combined for 25 and 24 rebounds, respectively. 
They pounded the Knicks unmercifully, aided greatly by the fact 
that referees Paul Mihalik and Don Murphy were more concerned 
about their tender ears than they were by the general mayhem 
that was taking place. Five technical fouls were called, two 
against the Celtics' Charlie Scott who was ejected. That's total of 
$450 in fines; pretty expensive conversations. 

New York fell behind by 11 in the first half, but by halftime 
was trailing only, 60-57. Gianelli had 15 points. With 4:40 left in 
the third period, the Knicks had surged into a 71-68 lead. But 
Boston went on an 18-2 spree in the next six and a half minutes 
and led by as many as 13 twice, the last at 88-75. 

But New York, behind Monroe - who seems to play better 
without the injured Walt Frazier - and Haywood led a 9-2 blitz. 
With 5:37 to play, New York trailed by three points, 92-89. A 
three-point play by Monroe, who finished with 29, brought them 
to with in two points, 96-94. But the Knicks' bid, like their 
season, ended prematurely. They lost the series to Boston, 5-3. 
There will have to be next year. 
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
